AN IS A "MERE HOUSEWIFE."

The most insistent claim made in de- 


fense of tbe present political subjection 
of women by tho rulors who wish this 
subjection to be peipetuated is that all 
.the interests of women are fully protect- 
ed under masculine rule. Asrecent de-. 
oision of the supreme court of Iowa 
strikingly illustrates the absurdity of 
anoh a pretense. A manned woman of 
Mauson, Ia.y Mrs. Hall, having fallen 
into a wafter main—carelessly left open 
by municipal employees—and having 
thereby sustained serious injuries, which 
incapacitated™her for work, 'sued the 
town for damages and receivod^a ver- 
dict in her favor from the jury, award- 
ing her $8,000. .The town authorities 
appealed from the district court's de- 
cision, and their appeal was sustained 
by the judge of the supreme court on tho 
following assumption: A married wom- 
an being a "mere housewife" for her 
husband, and "tie being bound for her 
support, her earnings belong to him, 
and any loss of time occasioned by the 
wife's injury is solely his loss. There- 
fore tho husband only can recover dam- 
ages, and tho wife's claim is not valid, 
as tha time lost is not her time I Mrs. 
Ellen B. .Dietriok, in The Twentieth 
Century, says: 


This remarkablo decision—rendered 


in Jtuio of the present year—places the 
wife in that Asiatic category which 
speaks of a man's wife, and his ox, and 
his ass, or anything "which is his. . It 
deals with tho wife as a chattel, not 
even possessing tho measure of individ- 
uality conceded to tho averago modern 
manservant or inaidservaiit. It degrades 
housekeeping bolow the level of all self 
supporting occupations, for the "mere 
housewife" ia not credited with earning 
even her own support I It reeks of the 
ignorance of the days of barbaric despot- 
ism, when parents sold -their boys for 
one purpose and their girls for another, 
or ol' tho.days of savagely, when captives 
became their captors' property, male 
captives being broken to ouo form of 
yoke, female captors to another. Behold 
how far tho rights of woman havo trav- 
eled in the year of our Lord 1894 in a 
laud which wishes to be considered as 
Christian!
